TORONTO (CUP) — "I'm not de- 
nying or accepting that university 
funding for 1077-78 is determined", 
Ontario minister of colleges and 
universities Harry Parrott said 
'allowing; Ms statement that the 
announcement on possible tuition 
fee increases will bo delayed for a 

month. 

However, a screaming headline 
in the Toronto Sun Oct, 2C "$175 
increase coming in university tui- 
tion" has caused some alarm. 

"I take It Hoy's (Claire Hoy, au- 
thor of the article) sources are 
quite reliable since he worked at 
one time with the ministry of col- 
leges and universities," David 
Warner, NDP education critic said. 

The Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents (OFS) has estimated fees 

would! go up $100. However, In- 
formation officer Allen Gollomtttk 
said, "Hoy's sources are at least 
as good as ours so it ($175) is 

likely". 

If the estimates hold true and tui- 
tion rises to about $775 both War- 
tier and Gollomhek point out, it will 
be the highest in Canada. 

"The minister", Warner said, 
"would love to avoid making an 
announcement l>efore Nov, 9 (Na- 
tional Student Day) because they 
don't want to focus political atten- 
tion on themselves' because they 
are in trouble."

Participation by studonts was as low as 150 from a 
full- time population well over 2,000, In spite of the 
disappointing result some useful things did como out 
of the day, more on that later. Part of the problem 
was that the N.S.D* committee could have started for- 
mulating an agenda and educating students In the pro- 
blems they are going to face more effectively, had they 
started earlier. The agenda wastoo fullin some opin- 
ions, workshops wore put on four at a lime and in ef- 
fect competing tor attendance. Lambda was to have be- 
en on campus Monday morning but because of printing 
problems did not arrive till late that afternoon* Since 
it has the agenda and the background Information, a 
portion of the minority of students who do concern 
themselves with education issues were not Riven time 
to digest the background papers. 

The background papers themselves were somewhat 
a problem because of their length. They could have 



been more effectively edited had there been more time. 
They also should have been more specific! ally orien- 
tated to local concerns and statistics* There is no 
point dwelling on these any longer. The improvement 
in attendance may have boon only marginal. Students 
as a body may Just not be interested In challenging the 
system. Education may be little more than a three 
year respite from reality, in effect their group con- 
consciousness may be being held in abeyance until 
they graduate and become part of the so-called 'real 
world/ (though how It can Ik? any more real is 

equivocable). 

Tuesday and Thursday are heavy class days at 
Laurentlan but excusing like this Is like grabbing at 
straws. Enough on excuses . The people involv- 
ed worked hard and put on a credible effort ; the fault, 
if any, does not lie with them* The workshops promis- 
ed wore there for those who wished to attend. Sever- 



al of them were successful and had some concrete re- 
solutions to bring to the plenary. One of the most sig- 
nificant and far-reaching If Implemented were those 
that dealt with student government. Many people felt 
that the SGA should concern themselves with func- 
tions of a more political nature and representing stu- 
dents as opposed to organizing social events. In ef- 
fect council could move In the direct on of putting all 
social planning In the hands of the college councils. 
Recent history lia s shown that the colleges and 
professional shchools have far outstripped the SGA In 
holding successes in this area* The SGA could direct 
funding In the direction of those bodies based on their 
track record, population etc. The advantage of course 
is that more energy can be put to representing students 
academic and local political interests on university 
committees, etc. With the smatler councils having more 
control over social events Hie work, funds, and student 
input can be more broadly dispersed.

How bilingualism ticks 



Wt.INGUALBM AND ITS APPLICA- 
TION AT LAUKENTIAN 

As pari of National Student Day, 
there was a workshop on lUllngual- 
ism, and In particular, its applica- 
tion at Laureutian University. Jean 
St. Louis, President of the AEF ad- 
dressodd the workshop and brought 
some interesting Ideas to the fore, 
Tho group In attendance was pre- 
dominantly English Translators, 

The discussion of local problems 
could not bo separated from national 
policies. It was felt that tho new 
approach to bilingualism in Ontario 
was the correct one. The foundation 
of such a policy must rent on edu- 
cation. Fostering better under- 
standing between these two cultures 
was seen as being an integral part 
of this policy. It was suggested 
that more co-operation was needed 
on campus. There was a feeling that 
there still exists a cold Interface be- 
tween the English and French. More 
"open-mlndedness" was seen as es- 
sential in resolving this problem 

Laurentian's rote as a bilingual 
institution was defined as; To ass- 
ure the survival of the local French 
culture, To stimulate participation 
and awareness around the bilingual 



dimension. To demonstrate lhat lwo 
different cultures can co-exist in 
harmony, under tlie same roof. 

Jean St. Louis stated that I "Entre 
Deux was open to all who wanted to 
experience the French culture. Ho 
also menlionnetl that it was difficult 
for AEF to assume the additional 
function of making the French culture 
available to all. He stresses that re- 
conciliation ami co-operation were 
priorities but second to maintaining 
the French culture In a "melting-pot 

situation." 

Although the same stereotype pro- 
blems about bilingualism wore dis- 
cussed, a new dimension was discus- 
sed. If bilingualism is going to work 
someti wore it's got to work here at 
Laurent Ian*. Laurent ian is one of 
few bilingual universities In Canada, 
Jean St. Louis stressed that the sub- 
ject must continue to be discussed. 
Ho mentioned that the bext way to 
rosolvo problems was by getting to 
know each other on an interpersonal 

level. 

Guy Desmarais represented the 
workshop at the Plenary Session. 
No specific resolutions wore brought 
from the workshop, Guy presented 
the aforementioned role of the uni- 
versity with respect to bilingualism.

Fracturing 
the American left 



In 1973, a year after I he arrest of the Watergate burglars, the Socialist 
Workers Party charged lliat illegal acts perpetrated against Democrats 
hud been dealt in spades against them. "We have been <W a tcrgatcd for 
at least twenty-five years/' a party official declared. 

Attorney Leonard Bnudin, fresh from his victory a* chief ccunsd for 
Daniel Ellsbcrg, announced the filing of a multimillion-dollar civil suit 
seeking damages from the FBI and other government agencies. During 
three years of pretrial legal sparring, the litigation has drawn Wood: the 
FBI has been forced to relinquish thousands of pages from its secret files, 
disclosing that the bureau did indeed conduct a long-term campaign 
designed to destroy the Socialist Workers Party <SWP) through repeated 
interrogations of members and their families, electronic surveillance, mail 
covers, forged poison pen letters, secret informers and scores of 
burglaries of SWP offices and private residences. Noam Chomsky, who 
has seen the documents, has commented: "In comparison with these 
revelations, the whole Watergate affair was a lea party." 

Consequently, Boudin and his co-counsel, Herbert Jordan, are 
radiating optimism about their suit, scheduled to come to trial early next 
year in New York City before federal Judge Thomas P. Griesa. In addition 
to SJ7 million in damages, the SWP is asking permanent injunction 
against government harassment. With the FBI in the defendants dock 
and important eonsiitulional issues at stake, the ease is certain to lie a 

legal landmark. 

Meanwhile, the suit is drawing attention to an interesting political 
phenomenon of the P>?0s; the survival and revivification •• despite the 
FEU's best efforts » of one of America's radical Left Marxist parlies. Born 
0111 of the bitter clashes between Stalinists and Trotskyists that rent world 
communism in the !«20s and WOs. wounded almost mortally by the 
Smith Act convictions or 'tis entire leadership in the 1940s and the 
McCarthyismof the 1950s, the Socialist Workers Party re-emerged during 
the turbulent lOoOs with a new. young, vigorous and confident 

membership. 

Today, three-fourths of the members of this parly of the "old" Left are 
30 and under. Not only were most of ihem born long after the Great 
Depression, few are old enough to remember World War II. Politically, 
I hey are children of the cold war. the civil rights struggle, the Cuban 
((evolution, the Soviet invasion of Czechoslovakia, the new wave of 
feminism and. most of all, the war in Vietnam. While unaware until 
recently of the sordid details of the FBI's tactics, the party has long 
assumed that repressive measures were being used against it. The 
response of the membership has been a policy of alertness with no 

disabling paranoia. 

Assessing the strength of the SWP by the number of us members •- 
nearly 1.500 in the party itself and about 1,000 in the closely related 
Yoiinii Socialist Alliance » can be misleading. Membership in this 
eadre-tvpe party is not at nil a casual matter; it represents a deep personal 
cominitment. The constitution of the SWP mandates democratic control of 
its governing bodies and party democracy is a fundamental principle. But 
once a decision is reached, it is "binding upon members." Socialist 
Workers agree to submit! to party discipline. 

People who join the SWP arc expected to devote considerable time to 
political lasks. including sale of the 25.000-circulalion parly weekly, the 
MiE. In addition to dues of 52 a month, members who can do so 
eoniribiite a substantial part of their incomes (often 10 per cent to 20 per 
cent) t» the liartv* one old-timer calls it "our tithe. Those who work full 
lime for (he party accept a subsistence sala.y of $70 to SHO a week or less. 
Moreovcr.ilihough the party eschews any rules regarding the life stylcsor 
sexual preferences of members (both straights and gays arc welcome), it 
docs impose some rules about what ordinarily are personal matters: a 
member who wishes to change residence may apply to his or her branch 
for permission; use of illegal drugs, including marijuana, is flat y 
forbidden - though the party favors legalization of pot. The SWP is clearly 
a way of life and those who enter it believe profoundly in its nlssion, 
which is stated succinctly in the SWP constitution! 'The purpose of the 
Party shall be to educate and organise the working class for the abolition 
of capitalism and the establishment of a Workers Government to achieve 

socialism." . . 

The party's national headquarters in New York City, located on the 

downtown waterfront at 410 West Street, is a solid 5*iory former marine 
repair shop that has been completely refurbished by volunteer SWP labor. 
Scvcnty-ycar-old SWP theoretician George Novak, who remembers the 
party when it could barely afford one telephone, notes with pride: "We 
have an infrastructure for a party of about 100.000." 

A visit to the headquarters reveals that Novack is not exaggerating. It 
is a hive or activity staffed by about 120 persons (most of them paid 
employees) and has ample space for far more. By comparison, at the 
height of its strength in the lateJ960s, Students for a Democratic Society, 
the organizational heart of the New Left, had a debt-ridden national 
headquarters consisting of a single floor of dilapitaied offices run by 
tcn-lo-itftecn overworked and overwhelmed individuals. 
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The atmosphere at Socialist Workers headquarter* is cheerful l.ul 
inesslike. The many offices are equipped *j|h eleetr.c typewriters.

Jean Savage, national press secretary for the 1976 campaign, is from 
California; her route into the party was through her involvement in the 
anti-war movement as a student at Berkeley. The national campaign is 
said to have already distributed well over a million items, including 
leaflets, posters and buttons. SWP campaign offices thruughou. the 
country have produced a similar quantity of material for loca candidates. 
The SWP has been running Presidential and other candidates since 
KM and in recent years has offered as many as eighty or ninety 
raiulidates for local. Mate and federal offices in every election. In W- 
their Presidential ticket polled nearly 100.000 voles in twenty-three slates 
and the District of Columbia: in 1974. 440.000 people voted for Socialisl 
Workers candidates in ten states. SWP now stands first in voles received 
among all political parties of the American Left, this year, it hopes to be on 

the ballot in thirty stales.

A book based on these documents, 
Cointelpro:The FRJ's Secret War on Political Freedom (Vintage), has just 
been published. 

Occupying the top floor of SWP headquarters is the Library of Social 
History, a small but distinctive collection of 20th-century radical 
literature. Librarian Barbara West, whose involvement with the women's 
movement led her to join the SWP in 1971, says she found the parly Ihc 
only nonsexist socialist organization she could relate to •• *"and I 
investigated them all." 

Jack New field, in his study of the New Left, A Prophetic Minority, 
published in I96o, complained about the then rapidly growing Students 
for a Democratic Society: "There is an appalling anti-intellectoalism 
among the newer SDS members." Socialist Workers Party members, on 
the other hand, have an abiding faith in the Word. About one-third of 
those employed in the headquarters building work in the print shop on 
strikingly modern equipment ■» paid for. In part, with donations from 
several wealthy students recruited into the party during the anti-war

"I was sympathetic from my reading, but 1 
was no organised radical of any kind. 1 was won by the Cuban

LONDON (CUP) — The Ontario 
minister of health says salaries for 
Ontario's nurse s shoutd be lowered 
since graduate nurses are in short 

demand* 

"If we believe in the free enter- 
prise system, then we have a sur- 
plus of nurses, why aren't starting 
salaries reflecting it/' said Frank 
Miller to students at University of 
Western Ontario recently. 

"If we reduce the price, then we 
can raise the number o! people em- 
ployed, the overall cost remains con- 
stant," said the minister whose cut- 
backs In health spending have closed 
several hospitals in the provinces 
tills year. 

Nurses at the sesston on health 
cutback* complained many gradu- 



ates must emigrate to the United 
States where Jo'.: prospects are 
better hit wages are lower. 

Miller said many Ontario hospi- 
tals now can hire experienced nur- 
ses whose wanes are not much hl- 
pher than starting salaries paid to 
recent graduates* 

On the matter of hospital closures, 
over which Miller has faced a num- 
ber or 1ec.nl tattles, ho suggested 
the in trlduction of legislation to end 
the matter. 

Miller said his government is clo- 
sing hospitals and cutting hack on 
health services "not only to save 
money but to bring the quality of 
health care up to the level of what 
the popelo expect."
